6. Claims 1-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mohindra (5,584,068). 

Regarding claim 1, Mohindra disclosed a terminal for mobile communication 
which includes a receiving section having at least one component to receive broadcast 
signals, the gap arising in the broadcast reception at instants at which control

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information is received for mobile communication being masked (fig. 1 & 7, col. 3/ln. 6- 
24, col. 8/ln. 34-65). 

Regarding claim 2, Mohindra disclosed the receiver is designed for a near zero 
IF concept (fig. 1). 

Regarding claim 3, Mohindra disclosed the receiving signals are conducted via a 
single intermediate filter (fig. 1). 

Regarding claim 5, Mohindra disclosed the previously received and stored audio 
signal is repeated so as to mask the gap arising during broadcast reception (col. 3/ln. 6- 
24, col. 8/ln. 34-65). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mohindra 
(5,584,068). 

Regarding claim 5, Mohindra do not disclosed the receiving inputs can be applied 
to an input of a receiving stage via controllable switches. However, such is notoriously 
well known in the art that the examiner takes Official Notice of such. Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide such receiving 
stage having pre-filter with controllable switch, well known to the receiver of Mohindra 
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to provide discrimination between information signals and filter unwanted spurious 
signals.
